It elimi- 
nates the problems of sticky fingers and 
lemon juice stains on clothes, and pre- 
vents contamination from handling. 
Small size tubing cut in proper lengths 
could be used for the same purpose. 


Skim milk powder is being packaged in 
printed polyethylene bags. The bag 
holds three pounds of instant milk 
powder, the equivalent of 12 quarts of 
liquid milk. 

The side-weld, pinch bottom poly- 
ethylene bag costs less than convention- 
al foil wrapped boxes now generally 
used to package milk powder. 


Cast polyethylene film made from U.S.I. 
PETROTHENE resins, is being used with 
success in two new applications: 

A Texas manufacturer is using cast 
film bags to package tortillas. He re- 
ports that the bags are clearer and seal 
better than conventional wax paper 
bags.

Polyethylene Film Reduces 
Highway Construction Costs 


A Canadian construction company, 
which has just completed a 180-mile 
concrete super highway, reports using 
rolls of polyethylene film, both as a bar- 
rier between the fresh concrete and the 
gravel base, and as an overcovering. 

Use of the polyethylene film elimi- 
nated concrete leakage into the gravel 
base, resulting in a seven percent sav- 
ing in concrete. Slower curing gave a 
fifteen percent increase in concrete 
crush strength. The cover film, re-used 
more than 20 times, also substantially 
lowered labor costs. 





Polyethylene Pipe Helps Form 
Ice Bridge Across River 


In a unique application, cold brine cir- 
culating in polyethylene pipe helped 
form a natural ice bridge across a 
Canadian River. The “bridge” made 
possible the passage of trucks with 25- 
ton loads for a period of three weeks. 
The ice bridge was built up with water 
sprayed on top of the pipe to a three 
foot thickness. 

Polyethylene pipe was chosen because 
of its low temperature flexibility. The 
“bridge” was removed after use by cir- 
culating warm brine through the pipes 
to melt the ice.

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When a designer selects a particular 
plastics material for a specific end use, 
he makes his decision based on avail- 
able engineering data: that is, data re- 
lating to the intended performance of 
the finished part. But too often the 
data available to him are limited. To 
assist designers and plastics engineers, 
Dow has for some time been conduct- 
ing Plastiatrics studies aimed at de- 
veloping as complete engineering data 
as possible on Dow molding materials.

For example, when environment re- 
duces the design strength of plastics 
below the sum of internal and external 
stresses, stress cracking occurs — and 
this takes place in some environments 
at relatively low stresses, compared to 
short-time tensile strength. The three- 
dimensional graph shown here was 
developed during Dow’s Plastiatrics 
study of the effect of environment on 
plastics materials. It illustrates to what 
degree environmental changes may 
affect the strength of materials, and that 
the results of evaluating incomplete 
data may well be misleading. 


For example, if readings were taken 
only at the widely scattered points “P”, 
“P-1” and “P-2”, a designer might be 
justified in assuming that material char- 
acteristics in air and in the environment 
“X” are nearly identical, and that the 
relationship would hold at other points 
of measurement. But further testing 
reveals a considerable difference be-

Here the design strength is found to be 
substantially less in environment “X” 
than in air.

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A New Method For Determining The Second Order 


Transition in Thermosetting Polymers 


A new method is described for determining the second order 
transition in thermosetting polymers. The method is based upon 
an analysis of the temperature dependence of the electrical resis- 
tivity. When the resistivity is plotted vs. temperature, a change 
in slope occurs at the transition point. Results obtained by this 
method are presented, and have been found to agree closely with 
those from independent specific heat determinations.

INTRODUCTION 


N A RECENT PAPER (Ref. 1) the use of the con- 

tinuous current monitoring device (CCMD) in 
studying the electrical properties of thermosetting 
polymers was described. It has been noted that when 
data obtained by the CCMD for the temperature de- 
pendence of the electrical resistivity of these poly- 
mers are plotted over an extended temperature 
range, changes in the slope of these plots are fre- 
quently observed. These slope changes have also been 
observed by Belanger and Klassen (Ref. 2) and by 
Kallweit (Ref. 3) and have been interpreted by Kall- 
weit as due to second order transitions which occur 
within a polymer. 

The most frequently used methods for determining 
the second order transition in polymers are specific 
heat, specific volume, dielectric constant, thermal 
conductivity, and dynamic mechanical properties. All 
these measurements are made as a function of tem- 
perature. Specific heat (Cp) determinations have the 
disadvantage of being difficult and time consuming 
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to make, but have the advantage of being a funda- 
mental property of the polymer. Dielectric constant 
determinations yield data which can be interpreted 
in terms of the basic structure of the polymer. How- 
ever, all these methods are difficult and require ex- 
tensive laboratory facilities. Therefore, a need exists 
for a rapid, simple and accurate method which does 
not require extensive facilities or complicated ex- 
perimental techniques. 

The purpose of this paper is to show how electrical 
resistivity, measured as a function of temperature by 
the CCMD, can be used to determine the second 
order transition temperature, Tg, in polymers. This 
method is rapid, simple and accurate, and does not 
require extensive laboratory facilities. In addition, 
these determinations can be made on the same speci- 
men used to determine many of the other electrical 
properties of the polymer (Ref. 1). The method is 
given in this paper together with some typical results 
on thermosetting polymers. These results are cor- 
related with Tg values obtained from specific heat 
determinations (Ref. 4). The results of this study

indicate that electrical resistivity measurements 
made as a function of temperature can be used to 
determine second order transitions in polymers. 


EXPERIMENTAL 


Experimental Technique 


The temperature dependence of the electrical re- 
sistivity, from which Tg is determined, was obtained 
by heating a sample of the polymer in a small oven 
at the rate of approximately 15°C per hour. The 
polymer sample, which was polymerized directly to 
parallel strip electrodes which were encapsulated by 
the polymer under study, was connected to a Keith- 
ley Model 210 electrometer with a Model 2008 decade 
shunt. The source of the potential was a 45-volt bat- 
tery. By means of this instrumentation the resistivity 
may be monitored over the large range (10° to 10” 
ohm-cm) required. The temperature was determined 
by means of a thermocouple taped to one of the elec- 
trodes. A complete description of the CCMD, the 
parallel strip electrodes, the techniques used to 
prepare and encapsulate the electrodes, and to poly- 
merize the polymers, has been previously reported 
(Ref. 1). 


Results 


Typical results are shown in Fig. 1 which is a plot 
of resistivity vs. temperature for a number of thermo- 
setting polymers. The extensions of the slopes of 
these plots are indicated in Fig. 1 by the dotted lines. 
The values of Tg determined by the point of inter- 
section of the slopes are shown in Table I. These 
values have been correlated with the values of Tg 
determined on the same polymers by independent 
specific heat determinations (Ref. 4) made as a 
function of temperature. In each case the correlation 
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was good as can be seen by inspection of Table I. 
Additional values of Tg obtained by this resistivity 
method have been previously reported (Ref. 5). 


DISCUSSION 


The second order transition of a polymer usually 
occurs over a temperature range as the polymer is 
heated or cooled. A discontinuity occurs at the transi- 
tion point in the thermal properties such as specific 
heat (Ref. 4), thermal conductivity and thermal ex- 
pansion. Crossing a Tg with increasing temperature 
results in larger values for these thermal properties 
and abrupt changes in many. of the physical and 
electrical properties of the polymer are noted. In 
general, when the polymer is heated above its transi- 
tion point it becomes softer and more flexible. In- 
formation as to the transition temperature in poly- 
mers is important because of its bearing on the 
mechanical behavior of the polymer.

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Producing Special Properties in Plastics 
with Fillers

HEN EPOXIES first came to be known for their 

fine range of good properties they seemed to 
offer the answer to many problems which had plagued 
plastics engineers. Their low curing shrinkage offered 
a way out for those afflicted with the high shrinkage 
of polyesters. Their excellent water resistance gave 
considerable improvement in some electrical proper- 
ties when compared with phenolics and polyesters. 
Adhesion of an order high enough to set new goals 
both helped in some uses and created problems in 
others such as mold release. Inertness to most sol- 
vents offered tempting solutions for chemica) corro- 
sion resistance problems but also introduced the 
question of how to remove the epoxy resin after 
curing. 

Similarly, toughness, electrical strength, and other 
of epoxies’ good properties caused many to become 
very excited about them. 

It was not long, however, before even this “miracle 
plastic” was being improved. First, careful studies 
were made of the effect of different hardeners and 
hardener ratios on the end properties. 

Even while these were being explored, numerous 
programs were initiated to evaluate the effect of fil- 
lers on these plastic materials to add new or im- 
proved characteristics to them. 

Special or improved properties given by fillers are 
worthy of note. 

Fillers are considered as finely divided solids

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ranging in particle size from 100 mesh to extremely 
fine particles in the order of microns in size. These 
materials are unaffected chemically by the surround- 
ing resin matrix and, thus, usually contribute their 
value by a simple bulk effect. Exceptions may be 
found to this general rule but they are relatively 
rare. 

Examples of materials often used as fillers with 
epoxy resins are silica, mica, calcium carbonate, 
zirconium silicate, powdered metals such as iron and 
aluminum and numerous others. 


Effects Produced by Fillers 


Electrical and electronic devices are usually potted 
or encapsulated to provide protection against me- 
chanical shock and vibration, to insure good electrical 
insulation and to prevent attack by moisture and 
chemicals. The use of epoxy resins in this type of 
application often presents problems which can best 
be solved by the incorporation of fillers. 

The exothermic heat developed in the curing of 
epoxy resins is one such problem. Many electronic 
devices contain temperature sensitive components 
such as precision capacitors, transistors, and thermal 
fuzes which are damaged by high exotherm tempera- 
tures. The choice of hardener is, of course, a primary 
consideration in regulating exotherm temperatures. 
The addition of fillers, however, greatly reduces the

exotherm rise of both room temperature and oven 
curing systems as shown in Fig. 1. The oven curing 
system of Fig. 1 has been used in many applications 
involving components with a maximum temperature 
limitation of 165°F. 

Curing shrinkage of the resin may also be a source 
of trouble, particularly where thick sections of mate- 
rial are encountered. The lower shrinkage obtainable 
with filled systems minimizes stresses which affect 
embedded components and often cause cracking of 
the potting resin. Fig. 2 shows the effect of filler con- 
centration on the shrinkage of an aliphatic amine 
cured epoxy resin. Torroid coils are a typical example 
of parts which are sensitive to pressures set up by 
shrinkage. Here it was found that potting with a low 
shrinkage material prevented changes in the elec- 
trical characteristics of the coils. 

In devices which must function over wide tempera- 
ture ranges, the coefficient of thermal expansion of 
the potting resin becomes an important consideration. 
As shown in Fig. 3, filled systems can be formulated 
with expansion coefficients approaching those of the 
common metals (steel 12 x 10°/°C, aluminum 22 x 
10°/°C).Tests showed that some fillers such as fuzed 
quartz had a slightly greater effect than others such 
as silica and calcium carbonate in lowering the ex- 
pansion coefficient. Generally, however, the effect 
was due more to the amount of filler used than to the 
type. This is in agreement with results reported by 
other investigators. 

In many applications compact spacing of compo-

nents causes a serious heat dissipation problem re- 
sulting in a need for insulating materials with in- 
creased thermal conductivity. As shown in Fig. 4, 
filled systems offer a thermal conductivity several 
times that of unfilled resins. In recent tests, an elec- 
tric radiator control, when sealed in an aluminum 
case, had operating temperature of 260-270°F. The 
same unit potted with a filled epoxy had an operating 
temperature of 220-230°F. This 40°F reduction in 
operating temperature, even with a material of rela- 
tively low thermal conductivity, is brought about 
because the conductivity of still air is considerably 
lower. Another example of this effect is that of a 
solenoid aircraft valve in which the original operat- 
ing force had to be kept to a minimum to avoid over- 
heating and subsequent danger of burnout. When the 
system was completely filled with potting resin, it 
was possible to apply more power resulting in more 
certainty of operation, not running the risk of burn- 
out which in an aircraft can be very dangerous. 

With filled epoxy systems, the self-extinguishing 
characteristics required for many military applica- 
tions can be obtained without the use of special 
hardeners or flame retardants such as antimony 
trioxide. Generally fillers improve the heat stability 
of a system but result in only a slight increase in the 
heat distortion temperature. 

In formulating filled systems to meet specific re- 
quirements, it is generally desired to maintain the 
basic electrical properties of the resin. Inert fillers of 
the type listed above can be used wtihout seriously

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affecting these properties. One electrical property, 
however, which is significantly improved by the ad- 
dition of fillers is arc resistance. The arc resistance of 
the system shown in Fig. 5 was increased three times 
at a filler concentration of 75%. 

One important consideration in the selection of 
fillers, is their effect on the viscosity of the resin. In 
fact, this effect is frequently the determining factor 
in the selection of a filler because of its profound 
significance in determining the handling characteris- 
tics of the encapsulating or potting compound. Ex- 
tremely fine fillers may produce unworkable viscosi- 
ties. Coarse fillers, while having less effect on the 
viscosity, tend to settle out during the cure, especially 
at elevated temperatures. The addition of a small 
amount of a finely divided filler is often sufficient to 
prevent settling of the coarse fillers which may be 
used. 

Fig. 6 shows the effect of particle size on the vis- 
cosity of three silica filled systems. Here a blend 
of coarse and fine fillers had virtually the same effect 
on the viscosity as the coarse filler alone. 

An interesting special purpose effect is that which 
a certain grade of aluminum powder has on the di- 
electric constant of epoxy foam. By carefully con-

trolling the foam density and the proportion of 
aluminum powder in it, the dielectric constant can be 
adjusted to make a good high frequency lens mate- 
rial. Fig. 7 shows relationship for a given density 
range at 1 mc. Other density ranges will show similar 
curves but higher or lower dielectric constant values. 
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TRANSITION IN THERMO SETTING POLYMERS

The transition from a hard, rigid polymer to a 
soft, flexible solid takes place in a smooth and con- 
tinuous fashion over a range of temperature which 
varies with the nature of the polymer, its molecular 
weight and degree of branching or crosslinking (Ref. 
6). The introduction of crosslinkages into a polymer 
raises its transition temperature (Ref. 7). It has 
been pointed out (Ref. 6) that the transition temper- 
ature is usually determined by the intersection of the 
extrapolations of two linear plots of various proper- 
ties cited in the Introduction. It is this method which 
is used to determine the second order transition by 
the resistivity method presented here. 

Little or no work has been carried out to elucidate 
the nature of the electrical conduction process while 
the polymer is being heated or cooled through the 
transition point. It is suggested that the change in 
slope which occurs at the transition point is due to 
some basic change in the mechanism of the conduc- 
tion process. It will be observed in Fig. 1 that after 
Tg is attained the slopes of three of the resistivity-vs.- 
temperature plots increase with increasing tempera- 
ture while the other two polymers exhibit a decrease 
in slope. This anomaly has been previously observed 
by Belanger and Klassen (Ref. 2) and by Kallweit 
(Ref. 3) but has not been explained. 

In the plots shown in Fig. 1 it will be noted that 
the transition has been determined as a “point.’’ In 
an amorphous polymer the transition does not occur 
at a definite temperature but rather over a tempera- 
ture range. Specific heat determinations (Ref. 4) 
made on these polymers have shown the extent of 
this range. Study of the data shown in Table I shows 
that the values of Tg determined by this method 
represent average transition temperatures. 

It has been noted that with some thermosetting 
polymers no change in slope occurs in the resistivity- 
vs. temperature plots over the range 30°C to 150°C 
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(Ref. 5). In these cases it can be shown by specific 
heat determinations that the second order transition 
in these polymers occurs either below 30°C or above 
150°C. 

This method should prove useful for evaluating 
new polymers and for determining the effects of new 
and varying amounts of curing agents as well as the 
effect of plasticizers on the transition temperature 
and on the electrical properties of polymers. 

For the results to have any significance the poly- 
mer must be completely polymerized. Incompletely 
pclymerized polymers “will exhibit different slopes 
(Ref. 1) and transition temperatures.

A method has been developed for determining the 
second order transition in polymers by analysis of the 
temperature dependence of the electrical resistivity. 
The method has been found to be simple and accurate 
for most routine determinations of this transition.

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THE ATOM AND THE ENERGY 
REVOLUTION 


Norman Lansdell. Published by the Philosophical Li- 
brary Inc., New York City, 1958. 200 pages, 32 figures, 
$6.00. 


This book started out as a report by a firm of 
Management Consultants who were commissioned by 
a client to make a study of the implications of atomic 
energy. This report seemed of such general interest 
that it was augmented, brought up to the latest pos- 
sible date, and published. The purpose was to present 
in brief a broad balanced appreciation of the role of 
atomic energy in the world of today and tomorrow. 

The stated purpose of the book describes pretty 
well the point of view adopted in its writing; it is not 
aimed at the technical man or scientist but is rather 
prepared to give the business man some insight into 
the importance and probable future role of atomic 
energy sources, as well as the political implications. 

Present world energy resources, and how long 
they may be expected to last, such as coal, oil and the 
like, are first described. New potential sources of 
energy are then explored; use of wind power, water 
power, solar energy and conversion of radiation into 
electricity are included. 

Discussion of the possible extent of use of atomic 
fission and fusion as energy sources, and effects of 
such changeover on the political balances of national 
strengths, are preceded by several chapters which 
deal clearly with the nature of the fission process, 
the types of nuclear reactors, the costs involved, and 
the sources of the raw materials used in generating 
power by atomic energy. 

The political and industrial organizations for 
atomic energy development are listed and assessed, 
and the extent of development in the various 
countries is recounted. Another chapter deals with 
the kind and extent of the radiation health hazards. 

The Atom and the Energy Revolution presents a 
clear picture of wide scope, which is easy and inter- 
esting reading. The possible wide-scale use of atomic 
processes as mankind’s primary source of power is a 
revolution which, if successful, will mark a new era 
in the history of man comparable to the beginning of 
the bronze age to prehistoric man. Things will never 
be the same again. This book is the first comprehen- 
sive book written for the general public on the topic, 
which is of the practical, and not the gee-whiz, 
variety. 

While the writing presents no threat to the stature 
of Emerson or Hemingway, it is nonetheless lucid 
and readable. The book is recommended reading.

It contains 
many diagrams of molds and presses. 

This book is not as complete as manuals of a much 
larger size, and it is not expected to be, but in its 
convenient format, it gives all fundamentals on plas- 
tics. Do not miss it.

The purpose of the book, as stated in the preface, 
is to “present a summary of the many interesting 
uses for products formed chemically from cellulose”. 
This is done in a folksy, non-technical style. No 
reference section is included, only one reference to 
an article in a scientific journal was found in the 
form of a footnote, and, for example, one reference 
(p. 32) to a spot test is limited to an individual’s 
name and company affiliation. 

The descriptive style coupled with the inclusion of 
detailed recipes for fingernail polish, etc., may make 
this book useful for high school chemistry clubs, for 
example. It is too elementary and non-technical to 
be recommended reading for most plastics engineers.

AKING OF EXTRUSION

N EXTRUDER must pump 
thermoplastic melt at a con- 
stant temperature and at an un- 
varying rate if the extruded prod- 
uct is to be of even caliber and of 
uniform quality. This uniformity 
of melt temperature and of flow 
rate (or pressure) becomes par- 
ticularly important in extrusions 
demanding close dimensional tol- 
erances such as the coating of wire 
and paper, and the manufacture of 
film. In order to gauge the per- 
formance of extruders, it is there- 
fore necessary to measure not only 
the level, but also the uniformity 
of the temperature and pressure 
of the melt as it leaves the ex- 
truder screw and enters the die. 
The first melt thermocouples 
and pressure gauges were intro- 
duced in 1955' and have since be- 
come standard components of ex- 
truder instrumentation. These 
devices have gained wide accept- 
ance in the industry for measuring 





Figure 1. 
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the average temperature and pres- 
sure of the melt where rapid in- 
strument response and high sensi- 
tivity are not required. 

For more exact measurements 
of rapid changes in stock tem- 
perature and pressure the speed 
of response and accuracy of the 
standard shielded thermocouples 
and of the Bourdon gauges is not 
adequate. For these special and 
more exacting requirements, an 
unshielded thermocouple, and a 
strain gauge pressure transducer 
have now been developed. The 
new pressure transducer also 
eliminates the need for a grease 
filled adapter which is normally 
required for use with Bourdon 
gauges. 

The new sensing devices in con- 
junction with the necessary ampli- 
fying and high-speed recording 
equipment permit the measure- 
ment of temperature fluctuations 
of less than one degree Fahrenheit 
and pressure fluctuations of about 
two pounds per-square-inch within 
a fraction of a second. They were 
originally developed for research 
studies where maximum rate of 
response and sensitivity are re- 
quired. Experience has_ shown, 
however, that the new thermo- 
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couple construction and pressure 
transducer can be of equal use- 
fulness in routine production 
operations. 


Unshielded Thermocouple 


The standard stock thermo- 
couples (Ref. 1) used on extruders 
cre mounted in the tip of a closed 
steel tube. The purpose of this 
tube is to protect the thermo- 
couple junction and to facilitate 
cleaning of the device. However, 
this tube also functions as a heat 
reservoir and thus prevents the 
thermocouple from responding to 
rapid short-term fluctuations of 
melt temperature. In _ addition, 
heat conduction between the ex- 
truder barrel and the thermo- 
couple junction through the sheath 
creates a source of error. 

In order to provide a high-speed 
sensing device of superior accu- 
racy, we have adopted a new un- 
shielded thermocouple (Figs. 1 
end 2). In the unshielded thermo- 
couple the bimetallic junction 
(iron-constantan) is exposed di- 
rectly to the melt. This direct 
contact not only provides more 
rapid response, but also greatly 
reduces the influence of the barrel 
temperature (via conduction 
through the sheath) on the meas- 
ured temperature. With this un- 
shielded thermocouple, tempera- 
ture fluctuations occurring over 
less than a second can be accur- 
ately monitored. 

The unshielded thermocouple 
assembly is shown in Fig. 2. The 
iron-constantan couple in its ce- 
ramic covering is cemented into 
the same type of fitting used for 
shielded stock thermocouples. 
Although the unshielded construc- 
tion requires somewhat more 
careful handling than the shielded 
assembly, it is capable of with- 
standing over 7,000 psi within the 
normal range of extrusion tem- 
peratures. Thermocouples of this 
unshielded construction (Model 
20810) built according to our

Pressure Transducer 


The grease-filled Bourdon tube 
gauges described in Ref. 1 have 
proven their value in many .na- 
stallations and are of great use- 
fulness for indicating the average 
pressure of the melt. However, 
they are not suitable for accurate 
continuous measurements of small 
scale pressure fluctuations because 
their sensitivity is low, their re- 
sponse is slow, and they are not 
readily adaptable to the contin- 
uous recording of pressure. In ad- 
dition the Bourdon gauge requires 
a grease-filled adapter which de- 
mands careful maintenance. 

The Dynamic Instrument Com- 
pany, Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
has now developed a new pressure 
sensing device according to our 
specifications, which is capable of 
rapid response and great sensitiv- 
ity. This new model PT 58 Dynisco 
gauge also eliminates the grease- 
filled adapter and the disadvan- 
tages associated with such adapter 
systems. In the Dynisco gauge 
(Figs. 3 and 4) a small diaphragm 
is in direct contact with the mol- 
ten polymer. The motion of the 
diaphragm is transmited through 
an internal push rod to a load-car- 
rying plate in the upper body of 
the transducer, and from there to 
four unbonded strain gauges. The 
strain gauges form a balanced 
electrical resistance bridge to 
which a constant input voltage is 
applied. When pressure is applied 
to the diaphragm, the bridge is 
unbalanced, and the system gen- 
erates an output signal propor- 
tional to the applied pressure. 

The Dynisco gauge is made to fit 
the well for a standard thermo- 
couple or Bourdon gauge. A water 
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Figure 3. 
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jacket (Fig. 4) is provided as an 
integral part of the assembly to 
keep the temperature of the strain 
gauge element below 150°F. In 
addition to cooling, the water 
serves the equally important func- 
tion of helping to stabilize the case 
temperature against variations in- 
duced, for example, by cyclic 
radiation from nearby heater 
bands. Gauges for a variety of 
pressure ranges are available, but 
we have found the 0-5000 psi cell 
suitable for most of our needs. 
Pressure changes as small as 
0.05% of full scale, i.e. 2.5 psi for a 
5,000 psi transducer may be de- 
tected quite easily. 

The Dynisco gauge is a well 
constructed and reliable device, 
but care must be taken during in- 
stallation and removal to protect 
the thin metallic diaphragm and 
the sensitive strain cell it actuates. 
The following simple precautions 
easily become routine, and should 
be observed. 

(1) Installation: A 50 inch-lb 
torque—enough to provide a good 
and tight seal—may be used with- 
out damaging the transducer, but 
it is unnecessary and undesirable 
to apply this torque. This sealing 
force causes a small pseudo pres- 
sure to be indicated by the trans- 
ducer. Although this pseudo pres- 
sure can be “zeroed out’, the seal- 
ing force is impossible to repro- 
duce, and varies with temperature 
as the well and the probe undergo 
thermal strains. This problem may 
be by-passed very simply by not 
sealing the gauge, i.e., by backing 
it out about one-half turn. Leak- 
age is not a problem, since if any 
resin did get past the threads, it 
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would be frozen by the cold stem 
of the transducer. 

(2) Cooling: The strain gauge 
element in the head of the trans- 
ducer must not be allowed to 
surpass 150°F. Cooling water 
should be circulated through the 
water jacket immediately after 
installation. 

(3) Lubrication: The threads of 
both the gauge and the well in the 
extruder barrel should be kept 
clean. Before installation § the 
threads should be lubricated to 
prevent binding. We have found a 
graphite-based grease, Gredag 
electric furnace grease #52, 
Gredag, Inc., Niagara Falls, N. Y. 
to be suitable. 

(4) Location: Whenever pos- 
sible, the Dynisco gauge should be 
mounted so that the stem is not in 
close proximity to a cyclic heat 
source such as an electrical heater 
band. Errors of 1 to 2% of full 
scale can be introduced by tran- 
sient variation in stem tempera- 
ture. Insulation wrapped around 
the stem is helpful. 


Amplification and Recording 
Equipment 


The signals from both the melt 
thermocouple and the Dynisco 
gauge must be amplified and re- 
corded to be of value in analyzing 
extruder performance. (Figs. 5 
and 6) 

In our studies the voltage gen- 
erated by the thermocouple was 
amplified using a Sanborn model 
150-1500 low level pre-amplifier 
(Sanborn Co., Cambridge, Mass.). 
This instrument has the necessary 
controls for attenuating the signal

and suppressing a portion of it to 
keep it within the scan of the re- 
cording instrument. 

The Dynisco gauge was used in 
conjunction with a Sanborn model 
150-1100 carrier preamplifier. The 
carrier preamplifier supplies the 
excitation voltage to the trans- 
ducer, amplifies the output signal 
from the transducer and provides 
attenuation and suppression to 
keep within the range of the re- 
corder. 

The amplified signals from both 
the thermocouple and the Dynisco 
gauge were fed to a Sanborn two- 
pen recorder, model 152-100A, 
which records two signals simul- 
taneously on a continuous strip 
chart. An auxiliary pen is avail- 
able, which can be used to mark 
time intervals on the chart. The 
auxiliary pen can also be actuated 
through a micro-switch to mark 
screw revolutions or any other 
desired periodic variable. Chart 
speeds can be varied from % mil- 
limeters to 100 per second, giving 
a wide range to the time element. 

The Sanborn equipment de- 
scribed here is representative of 
the most refined instruments pres- 
ently available for such applica- 
tions. For more routine evalua- 
tions, where some sacrifice in 
response speed and sensitivity will 
be of little importance, less elabo- 
rate instruments will often be 
preferred. Any conventional milli- 
volt strip chart recorder can be 
used to record temperature. Adap- 
ters to permit the use of strain 
gauges with such recorders are 
also readily available. 

The final choice of the amplify- 
ing and recording instruments 
obviously will depend upon the 
use to which the measurements 
are to be put.

Interpretation of Results 


Fig. 7 illustrates the kind of 
record which may be obtained 
with these instruments. This chart 
clearly shows the magnitude and 
duration of melt temperature and 
pressure fluctuations in the adapter 
of a typical extruder operating at 
relatively high throughput rates. 

Recordings of this type are of 
particular value, because they give 
an accurate and comprehensive 
picture of the fluctuations in ex- 
trudate temperature and pressure. 
Such a definition of melt quality 
under various extrusion conditions 
can be of great assistance in ana- 
lyzing and defining the influence of 
extrusion variables (output rate, 
barrel heats, die resistance, etc.) 
upon the quality of the particular 
extruded product. 

This correlation between the 
recorded temperature and pres- 
sure fluctuations, and the quality 
of the product can be carried out 
through the use of auxiliary sen- 
sing devices. For example in wire 
coating or film extrusion opera- 
tions, caliper measurements could 


be recorded simultaneously with 
melt pressure on the two pen re- 
corder. The use of auxiliary sens- 
ing devices to permit recordings of 
other process variables can be 
highly rewarding in gaining better 
insight into the significance and 
the interrelationship of these vari- 
ables, and can be extremely help- 
ful in locating sources of operating 
difficulties. 


Conclusion 


The new, highly accurate tem- 
perature and pressure sensing de- 
vices and the _ instrumentation 
system described here provide an 
important new tool which should 
help significantly in gaining a bet- 
ter understanding of extruder 
performance and operating char- 
acteristics. Although the cost of 
these instruments is higher and 
somewhat more skillful handling 
is required, they offer sufficient 
advantages over the conventional 
instrumentation used at present, 
that their installation will often 
be justified.
